Hark, 
you, my Lord, lays the, patting him on the 
Face, and alluring him with her Bluſhes, 
give me the Song, and we will take the Plea- 
ſure of looking Babies in one another s Eyes.

It may be ſotruly,reply d Vanella very demure- 
ly, but let us leave this idle Tall, and grve me 
the Song, for I will have it do what you can. 
Thercupon ſhe ſnatched the Paper out of his 
Hand, and put it into her Boſom. Way, 
ſays Albimarides, if you will take it by Force, 
you ſpall take ſomething elſe in the hke Man- 
ner. He then took her in his Arms, and 
having almoſt ſmothered her with Kiſſes, 
laid her upon the Bed, and ſhe finding him 
preparing the Way for Enjoyment, ſaid, 
O Lud! © Lud What are you doing?

O fy, fy, my Lord, pray now forbear, you 
will ruin me, Oh!

tenauce began to grow pale and wan; and 
; her

Surpriſe to Vanella; but it is impoſſible to 
comprehend the Confuſion ſhe was in, when 
ſhe ſaw Queen Eloiſa approached her Bed- 
Side, who commanded her to relate the 
Cauſe of her Grief wichout any Diſguiſe or 
Subtlety. Madam, ſaid the trembling Fair 
One, if T had taken Warning by the Math 
which plays about the Candle till it has 
burn'd its Wings, I ſhould not have been in 
this Condition; but I have play'd che Fool 
with a certain Lord too long, and now he 
ſlights' and contemns me, and docs all that 
lies in his Power to make me become the 
Jeſt of Medoſaria and Mordamtia.

till you break every Tooth in your Head. But 
that ye both may have ſomething to Employ 
your Thoughts for a while, I deſire you to re- 
member, that Venus carried off the golden 
Prize, and that Paris, who gave it her as 4 
Reward which her Beauty juſtly claimed, was 
the Son of a King But miſtake me not, for 
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there is no Room to infer from hence, that I 
think either of ye a Juno, or a Pallas, ihough 
you may call the former your Patroneſs, who, 
if Fame may be credited, founded the Schoot 
wherem poor Mortals learn Billingſgate Re- 
torick. 


THE Seaſon of the Year advancing which 
invited the Nobility and Gentry to breath 
the Country Air, King Agis removed with 
all his Court to one of his Palaces, ſituated 
at ſome Diſtance from Lacedemonia. Prince

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“ Cauſe have I given you to forſake me: 
% can Medoſaria vie with me for Nobility 
* of Birth, or Mordantia ſtand in Competi- 
* tion with Vanella for Beauty? why then 
« am I ſlighted and they carreſs de how 
* often have you told me that had a Mul- 


* titude of Charms, and that the Graces 


* were proud of their Attendance on me? 
“ Ts itgthen poſſible that you can con- 
« deſcend to ſollicite a Plebean Matron, 
te the Wife of a poor Peaſant, to grant you a 
e Favour, which Venus, if ſhe were on Earth, 
“ would be proud to grant you? I have a 
© thouſand Things to ſay, but my Spirits 
& fleet ſo faſt, that my trembling Hand can 


only let you know, except I ſee you 


& quickly, the next News you hear will be 
* rhe untimely Death of the forſaken and 


* diſtracted, 
FANELEA. 
THE Prince was ſenſibly affected with 


this Letter, which gave him great Uneaſi- 


neſs, and being now convinced of Vanella's 


Sincerity, wiſhed that he had not put it to 


the Teſt ; but ro comfort the young Lady 
in her Affliction, he ſent word by the Per- 
fon who brought the Letter, that he would 
not fail of complying with what ſhe ſecm'd 
to daſire. 


IN 
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IN the Evening Prince Alexis viſited 
Hanella, who, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw him, aroſe 


from her Couch, but her Joy was ſo

1 do aſſuro you, Vanella, 
1 will newer give you a ſecond Cauſe to com- 
plain, and à hat 1 have done was only 10 try 
whether you were Sincere in your Love and 
Friendſhip for my Perſon, of which I am now 
fully convinc d. Jou muſt needs own, replied 
Vanella, that it was a very ſevere Tryal ; 
but, my dear Prince, your kind Promiſe, and the 
Aſſurance you give me that you r ſatisfied with 
my Sincerity, have doubly recompenced all my 
Sufferings, 


PRINCE Alexis, to divert Vallenv, ſhift. 
ed this melancholly Scene, and making 
Love the Subject of their Diſcourſe, they 
ſpent ſeveral Hours in the moſt agreeable 
Manner, and to the great Joy and Satisfacti- 


on of each other. During the Reſidence of 
- King Aets in the Country, they carricd on 
their Intrigues as plauſibly as the Nature 


of the Affair would admit; nor did they 
deſiſt upon the Return of the Court to La- 


dede mon ia. 


IN a few Weeks Fanella became pregnant, 
which, as it encreaſed every Day, ſhe could 
not conceal from the prying Eyes Mordantia 
and Medoſaria, and as ſhe was paſſing by 
theſe two youg Ladies, when they were 
talking rogether, the former ſaid to her, 7 
think, Vanella, you grow fat and lean libe the 
Nabits, but with this Difference, that their 
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Change happens in one Month, and yours in 
nine. Vanella, without Heſitation, made An- 
ſwer, 1f 1 do, Mordantia, you wuſt acknow- 
ledge that I keep my Fat much longer than you

will be acceptable to me even at Midnight,

Information of your being in as good Health, 
as can be expected from a Perſon under the 


like Circumſtances with youſelf. Yancl/a 


thanked him for his kind and render Ex- 
preſſions, and ſaid, She would do herſelf the 
Honour to take Gare he ſhould be punQually 


obey'd in every thing; adding, that ſhe er- 


queſted him, in Caſe ſhe ſhould die in Child. 
Bed, to make a handſome Proviſion for the 


Infant, whether Male. or Female, which 


he promiſed ſhould be certainly performed. 
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THE Græcian Hiſtorians do further ob- 
ſerve, that ſo great was the Goodneſs, and 
ſo very wonderful the Condeſcenſion of 
Queen Eloiſa, that ſhe. permitted herſelf to 
be prevail'd upon to let Vanella attend her 
in private one Day after her Departure from 
Court, Vanella having a ſlrong Deſire to
